16th inat. The story, as told by Our own 
fellows, is pretty much to the same purpose. 
There were intrenched rebels, with batter- 
ies heavy and light, rifle pits in abundance, 
flanked by woods filled with sharpshooters. 
There were awamps to protect; them, and 
embarrass the enemy. Upon these formid- 
able defenses the Union troops were flung 
without preparation, half of them with lead- 
less muskets, the rest with guns uncapped ; 
there was some unequal artillery play, 
wherein our boys, completely unsheltered, 
came by the worat ; and a chgirge or two 
marked by the exhibition of reckless gal- 
lantry, which extracted praise even from 
the enemy.' The assault was desperate, but 
it failed. 
AH the men could do wag done. 


They actually forced their way into the en- 
emy's works ; struck down the artillerists 
at their guns ; and only retired when the 
lack of support proved the hopelessness of 
the conflict, and then w'th the steadiness of 
men retiring from a parade-ground rather 
than from a battle-field. 
No want of pluck 


and nervfi was chargeable to officers or 
men. They did their part; but, through 
some blunder, only 2,000 of our forces were 
brought into action against 10,000 intrench- 
ed and secure rebels, and the odds were too 
tremendous. 
Thcsy retired as the COO retir- 


ed from the Russian batteries at Balaklava- 


In this bad business there was unmistak- 


ably a series of errors. 
Who is answerable 


for them? Gen. Benham, who was in im- 
mediate command, has been ordered to re- 
port himself at Washington, doubtless with 
a view to inquiry.

He refused, and 


the gas was denied him. He sued the com- 
pany and gained P. verdict of one hundred 
Joll?.rs damages. 
The ca-^o was carried to 


the supreme court, where it was decided 
that the company had the exclusive right 
Jo make and sell the jjas ; was bound to 
Mipply it or. rea^ouabh; terms; that appli- 
cants might be required to sign an agree- 
ment that is reasonable; and that the fol- 
lowing ruins of ihe eonipany wen: not rc»- 
-:onable : 


•• That the company shall at all times, 


by their agents, have access to the premi- 
ses to examine the gas apparatus or re- 
move the meter or service pipe. That the 
company reserves the right to cut 08 the 
service pipe to protect the -works against 
fraud. 
That the fittings, after the admis- 


sion of gas, must not be disconnected or 
opened, "either for repairs or extensions, 
without a permit from the company." 


Immediately after the commencement of 


the suit Mr. Shepherd made another de- 
mand and tender of money for g'aa, and 
was again denied.

Whilst this battle vms ia progress other

o the Barnes, together with a large amount 
of ordnance* stores:—The- largo 'house" at 
the station and the adjoining grounds which 
were'filled with our sick und wounded, 
whom it was impossible to get away, wero 
eft under the cnre of our surgeons, with ell 
the necessaries at hand for their comfort'.— 


They numbered abont seven hundred, 


ami; are now in the hand* of tho enemy. 
The troops which had fought tho battle of 
Sunday, retreated under covet1 of the night 
to White Oak Swamp bridge, a distance of 
about twelve miles, there to await the ap- 
proach of the enotny. 


The disposition of the troops on Mon- 


day, tho sixth day of tho hiutlo, wai as 
follows : Gun. Smith's division, suppoitod 
by Gen, .Nagley'a brigade, cccupied the 
right of the bridge, Uen. Sumner's and 
Oeu. Franklin's corps occupied the left. 
Gen. Heintzlemau's corps, with Gen.Frank- 
lin's division, was out on thn road to meet 
the etiemy, who wero approaching from 
Richmond. 


Tho enemy came up boldly, early in tho 


forenoon, having been heavily reinforced 
by tho troops who hud fought tho buttle of 
Friday, on the opposite sidu of tho Chiuka- 
homiuy. About three, o'clock it became 
evident that some portion of our lines must 
give way. 
Tho rebels were constantly 


throwing fresh troops into action. Our 
troops in front of the bridges now loll buck 
to within three and a half miles of Turkey 
Island, where the fight was shortly after- 
warda renewed and continued with the 
greatest determination on both sides. The 
loss was very heavy on both sides. During 
the day cattle and a greater portion of the 
transportation had sat'ely crossed the Tur- 
key Islund Bridge. 
Some of tho roar wag- 


ons had to bo abandoned and fired, to make 
room for the passage of artillery. 


Tho fight WUH renewe.1 early on Tues- 


day morning by the rcbelrt, they evidently 
intending to crush our army. It lusted 
about three hours, resulting in considerable 
loss to both sides.

Further Particular" of the B»ttl««. 


Tho Btmy correspondents of tbo Now 


York Times, writing from our liuea ou 
Jamea river under data of June 30th, fur- 
nish detailed accounts of the terrible but- 
ties on thu Peninsula. We copy the mate- 
rial parts: 


PROLONGED TiatmNO. 


»' The armj has been engaged iu constant 


conflict with the enemy for six daja, during 
which their highest energies havo been tax- 
od to the utteriuoat. Wo have had no mo- 
'jnent of rcposn—no opportunity scarcely to 


properly care for the wounded and to bury 
the dead. Tho onemy hrivo closely watched 
every movement, and, with an army more 
than double that of out owu, havo had tho 
ability to constantly launch freali troops up- 
on our rear, 511 adrunUge which thoy hoyo 
been quick to discover, and remorseless in 
improving. 
Thoir perfect knowledge of tho 


roads, pntlia and bridges, und tho topogra- 
phy of tho country, which has taken us time 
to lenrn, hai placed an immense advantage 
in their Imuda." 


THE HEHKl. ATTACK OX OUa PKNTHK. 


" At about sovun o'clock on Thursday 


night tho unemy attempted to break our 
centre. To accomplish this ho made moat 
vigorous cfibrts, but waa boldly and aucctiss- 
tully wet by Genera! Orillin, who arranged 
his men iu excellent order and encouraged 
thorn by his presence und daring. The 
Fourth Michigan, Col. \Voodbury, and the 
Fourteenth New Vork, Col. McQuade, es 
pflciully distinguished themselves fur thu 
man? brilliant und prompt movements they 
made. Tho Ninth M,i.H3nchusetts and Six- 
ty-second Pennsylvania arc ulao deserving 
ol' much credit for thu successful niuunor 
iu which they repelled the enemy's charge. 
" Whilo tho rebels woru endeavoring to 


forco back our centre, the left of tho col- 
umn was also busily engaged iu kucpitig 
the enemy from crossing tho bridge ovur 
tha stream ou the lower road. The Penn- 
sylvania Ueaervoa (buglit bruvuly, and their 
untliuchiug peraevenuiuu wxa the only thing 
that prevented the rclieln from 
gaining 


ground in Umt quarter. Thu enumy seem- 
ed to conceutruto his wtiolu strength firatat 
tho centre und then ut thu left of our line, 
but iu each uttonipt he failed to cross tho 
stream. Uur bt\tteriu:t did not spare the 
canister and grapo, mid whenever tui op- 
portunity oQ'erud a must turriblu Tiro wus 
poured into the rebel r.vnks. The Pcnuuyl- 
vtuiiu Reserves, who woru in tho rillo-pita, 
kept .up an unceasing lire upon the rebels 
on the other aidoof thu stream, uud finally 
compelled them to abandon thoir originnl 
front position at tlmt end of tho line. 


"'At i):;iO p. m.* Iho firing hud entirely 


cuasud, the rebels hud been repulsed, and 
wo |teld our ground. Our loss was com- 
paratively small, not exceeding two hun- 
dred,'nod lifty killed and wounded." 


THE SECOND l)i.v'3 UATTtiK. 


" At 3 o'clock on Friday morning the 


sleepers woro aroused, und u whisper pass- 
ed trom car to ear that tho enemy wero on 
the move. Tho picket firing became more 
frequent, and it was evident that tho rebels 
woro preparing to renew tho attack. Our 
men wero again formed in battle array up- 
ou nearly tbo same ground occupied by 
them tho preceding night, and everything 
wo-i ready ou our part to again flay the reb- 
els." That tho rebels received strong rein- 
forcements during tho night was u fact not 
to bo disputed, and Ihu event was certainly 
not unexpected by un. 
Intimation!] that 


the rebels intended to attack our right bud 
been in circulation for a week, ut least, and 
wo had no reason to suppose that soimpor- 
tajit a movement would be attempted by a 
light forco. 
Tbo enemy cnme prepared not 


only to force us from tho furcatn nud the 
Mechanicsville rond but also to drive us 
across the Chickahorniny. Later in iho day 
the rebel force was e.itin\ated lo be not lean 
than seventy jive ihonsund men. Tho force 
we brought lo bear numbered about twenty 
thaimnd. Of course, to hold our position 
ugainst such fearful odds was nn impossi- 
bility, and tho next bust thing Imd to be 
done." 


OUIt FORCES CAM. HACK. 


"At daybreak, finding the enemy was 


rapidly closing on our right flank, General 
Porter issued orders for tho whole forco to 
dlowly fall back toward Guinea' Hill. This 
movement was conducted in tbo most order- 
ly nnd satisfactory manner, and bad I not 
known tho nature of the movement it would 
have been impossible for ine to decido 
whether the army was advancing toward or 
retiring from the enemy. No hasty demon- 
strations wero made, and every gun-carriage 
and every wtigon hold iU place in the col- 
umn." 


TEIUUHI.K .nilHTIN'K. 


'• At about one o'clock ou Friday after- 


tiotm our guns benan to respond to those of 
the enemy. 
The Bkirmiaheru were already 


engaged in front of the cenlro, aud soon ut- 
ter they got to work along tho whole ex- 
tent of tha lines. Tho firing bccamo moro 
frequent as tho enemy"u pickets advanced. 
The skirmishers were ut length called in 
and took their position in the line. 


" By far the heaviest battlo in which tho 


Army of tho Potomac hud yet been engaged 
was now progressing. 
Tho rebels came 


down from Richmond in tremendous force, 
and they fought with the desperation of 
madmen. 
\Vu Imd ttvken tho precaution 


ifio preceding night ta remove nil thu aiege 
guns on tho right to tho other side of the 
river, aud then destroyed all tbo bridges 
above tho ono which eroded just nt thu rear 
of Smith's division. 


"I have no idea that it wus originally 


designed by McClellan to make u sland on 
iho right side of the Chickahominy, but to 
quietly withdraw Iho force on thnt to tho 
other aide. We had thrown up hut few 
earthworks, only two of which woro mount- 
ed. 
Fiva ;JO-pound Porrotts were mounted 


on nn earthwork near Games' bouse, and 
live more 32-pound Rodmans wero placed 
in position.bchind un earthwork near Ho- 
gnn'a honso. 


"On Wednesday wo opened these guns 


on tho enemy, keeping up the fire from 10 
A. M. till Into in tbo afternoon. Tho lire 
was directed to tho rebel batteries on tho 
blutf across tho -river opposite Guinea' 
house. This bluff was lined with open and 
masked batteries, and I bolievo that to 
have taken possession of the blufia would 
havo required tho united forco of the whole 
army. This was tho strong point of the 
.t'nuc y, and he could have held it against 
terrible odds. 
" At one time we could not have had leas 


than sixty guns in practice, and the enemy 
had ns many, if not more. Tho roar of 
cannon was truly awful. Shells were burst- 
ing in overy direction, and n douse cloud 
of smoke covered tho entire field. 


11 The enemy now advanced in columns 


toward our center, ilartindalo'a brigado 
stood firmly to receive^ the charge, as alao 
did tho full Now 
Vork 
Zouavea, who 


were on the right of Martindale. Tho reb- 
els wero repulsed, but at tho loss of num- 
bers of our brave men. 
Hundreds of reb- 


els were seen to fall, bat thoir places were 
quickly filled by othen. 
" Failing lo break our lino at tho first til- 


tempi, tho rebels Rent orcr a large forco to 
the right, for tho purpose of turning onr 
Uank. 
Wo immediately strengthened thnt 


end of tbo column by a change of position. 
" When tho cnetny had advanced to with- 


in* about three hundred yards of our batte- 
ries, our guns opened with canister and 
grape. Tho slaughter wns terrible, and the 
rebels were compelled to withdraw. Not 
only did the artillery do good execution on 


this occasion, but alao the infantry, who 
kept up.au incessant fire.' 
"It was near three "o'clock, and during 


the hour follawing there,seemed to be a lull 
in the terrible conflict. The enemy was 
apparently bringing down reinforcements 
from Richmond, 
notwithstanding their 


force already exceeded ours by over fifty 
thousand. 


" We also found it indispensable to have 


a larger force. 
Accordingly General ^Slo- 


cutu's division crossed the Grapevine bridge 
and proceeded to tho right of the line. 
French's and Mcnghpr's brigades subse- 
quently crossed over tho same bridge, nnd 
took positions further to the lefi. "l|<" "" 
emy had mado two charges, and 
pulsed in both.1' 


l.'llAKItn Or TUB BXEMY. 


" It was now approaching five o'clock, 


and tho enemy was preparing to make a 
charge on the left wing of thid portion of 
our force. 
With tub view he deemed to 


havo concentrated tho larger portion of his 
force on tho hill directly opposite Guinea1 


Tho en- 
been re- 


house, lie hud been largely reinforced by 
fresh troops, nnd aeetned determined to 
make one moro vigorous effort to break our 
line. 
Tho rebels descended Gain us' hill 


six columns deep, in compact order. This 
mass of men guvo our artillerists on thu 
left u splendid opportunity for practice, and 
when tho proper lima arrived, u deadly fire 
was opened upon tho advancing columns. 
An immeme weight of canister and grape 
tvos thrown among them, and hundreds of 
their number wero seen to bito tho dust. 
The rebels, however, wero not checked by 
our artillery, und onward thoy come toward 
our loft. 
Gon. Buttertiuld, with uplifted 


hut, p.isied from ono to the other end of 
hia brigade, chuurinjj_and Biiuauruuiiiif-htH 
men, culling upon thorn to fight liko sol- 
diers, and if need be, tlie like soldiers. 
The conduct of Geti. Bulterfield during tho 
whole engagement elicited tho admiration 
of ull who HUW him, 
Tha presence of

insjiiro tlioui with doublu xoitl, ivml they 
fought liko men who were fighting for thu 
noble cause of country." 


"Erery ntftfi stood ut hia pent resolved 


to do his utmost to repel the enemy. 
Vol- 


loy after volley wua exchanged, hut nei- 
ther side wuvoicd. At last the robeU pour- 
ed a tremendous volley into our nuiku, 
which thinned them out tu an ulttrmiiig 
extent. 
Aflur u whilo the aupurior mini 


burs of the rebels uluo begun to toll, and it 
became evident tlmt our troops wouM soon 
he obliged to »ivo way. Tho troops undur 
tho com nut ud of Gen. McUall wero nearly 
exhausted, having been in tho buttle- of tho 
preceding day, and having passed thu night 
without sleep. 
Uur mon fought well, but 


thoy could not do impossibilities. 
One 


man could not contend against three, und 
come out tho winner. Tha left wing began 
to full back. Tlio center and ri»ht of tho 
column wero necessarily forced to do the 
yame, and our entiro lino coniuiGiicid re- 
treating towurd tho river. 
Thfj unoniy 


poized upon the ampicioua moment, and 
with furious yells, rushed fonvKiJ upon 
our broken ranks. Tlio horses K.-'ir.-hed to 
tho batteries on tho left, weio nearly all 
shot, consequently most of tliu pieced'had 
to bo abandoned. 
Teamsters und ambu 


lanco drivers began to whip up thoir hors- 
es, nnd try to get up nuothur Bull Uun. 
Some portions of cavalry were galloping 
holler skelter, uud confusion among ibo in- 
fantry would hnvo takon'place hud :.••' ;hu 
officers levelled their pistols und thrci-^Micd 
to shoot tho first man that run.''

"The oth New York Zouaves went into 


tho buttle with over 700 men. 
They re- 


turned with IC.HS than ,'iOO. 


"The -Hth N"ew Vork wont in with nbout 


400, and returned with 23U. 


" The lfuh Michigan lost about oOO men. 
"The Pennsylvania reserves suiTtred ter- 


ribly, as did nearly all tho regiments itntion- 
ed on the left of the lint*. 


"Gen. Buttirlicld's brigade wn-s out up 


fearfully. 


".Huston's Pennsylvania battery of four 


pieced was lost; Allon'n Miu,sachus>eU3 but- 
tery lost four; Weeden's Rhode Island but 
tery,thrco; Edwards' Pennsylvania l>nUery, 
two; Wrod's United Slules battery, two; 
uud Kurn'a Pennsylvania buttery, three 
pieces of artillery. 


"Several other pieces wore lost, but I urn 


not yet informed to what batteries they were 
attached."

He selected a vury strong position, und, 
having posted his forces in nn admirable 
muniicr, wiis prepared to hold it itguin.st 
any force of tho enemy. Thu brave men of 
his command all fought with heroic cour- 
age, and the volunteers vied with Guuerul 
Sykc's regulars in making Hteiuly move- 
ments, and carefully executing the com- 
mands of their officers. 


Time and again, vast, hordes of rebel:! 


moved up in solid column upon our troops, 
but onr regular batteries us often mowed 
thotn down in a most destructive umuner.

Now the Pennsylvauians guve them the 


benefit of alt thoir splendid rifles, while the 
batteries played on them as befor*', creating 
sad havoc. Indeed, the slaughter upon 
other fields during this war linn never been 
anything to coinparo to this. The rebels 
staggered under thuir losses, and our forces 
were advancoing steadily upon them, driv- 
ing them back ut every point, when n HtniT 
officer rodo up with un order from the Com- 
mander-in-chief to Gon. Portor, directing 
him to full back with his command, and 
cross the Chicknhomiuy. 


J'AU.LVU HACK. 


The order was executed in fiuoatyle, and 


our troops did not miss u mun, the onemy 
being too severely punished to follow us 
closely. 
The only difficulty was with the 


Pennsylvania reserves and Meagher's Irish- 
men— their commanders exerting all their 
powers to induce these bravo men to ceaao 
tiring. Thoy saw the advantage gained by

All thu ttoopa must, be praiied for heroic 


gallantry in this atf,itr, but tho regulars 
must have especial notice.

Gen. Porter thought he would be rein- 


forced, and be ordered to advance upon 
Richmond forthwith, hut it was not so de-

fell back as 
ordered, 


promptly. 


CARS I1E3TRCVKD 'AT TUK WHITE HOUSE. • 
Four trains of cars, loaded with forage 


were ordered to Despatch on Saturday, bat 
meeting the enemy's pickets on the road, 
thejtrains were backed down near the White 
House, the cars were burned, and the four 
locomotives were blown up. This was a 
great loss, but it wna enhanced by the des- 
truction ol stores, &c., at the White House— 
everything there being in flames. Elegant 
ambulances and loaded baggage wagons 
were rolled down to the river bank, and, 
there being no time to burn them, they were 
cast into tub river. 


I embarked with many others on board 


tho John Brooks, but, owing to tho fact 
that our vessel was too large to move down 
the river in safety at night, wo dropped an- 
chor in sight of White House Point. The 
houses burned on ull night, and the scene 
presented was one of tho grandest 1 over 
beheld.
